NECAP test 
results are used primarily 
for school improvement and 
accountability.  Achievement level 
results are used in the state accountability 
system required under No Child Left 
Behind (NCLB).  More detailed school 
and district results are used by schools to 
help improve curriculum and instruction.  
Individual student results are used to 
support information gathered through 
classroom instruction and assessments.            
    NECAP tests in reading and mathematics 
are administered to students in grades 3 
through 8 and 11 and writing tests are 
administered to students in grades 5, 8, and 
11.  The NECAP grade 11 tests are designed 
to measure student performance on grade 
span expectations (GSE) developed and 
adopted by the three states.  Specifically, the 
tests are designed to measure the content 
and skills that students are expected to have 
as they begin the school year in their current 
grade — in other words, the content and 
skills which students have learned through 
the end of the previous grade.
   Each test contains a mix of multiple- 
choice and constructed-response questions.

Persuasive writing is writing that aims at convincing people to accept a point of view, to 

change their minds about something or to act in a certain way. A persuasive essay is a form 

of writing in which a writer supports an opinion and tries to persuade an audience.

Reflective Essay

A form of writing in which the writer explores and shares the meaning of a personal experience, 

belief, or idea.

Procedure

Writing a procedure is writing to explain a process or to inform an audience of how to do 

something. A procedure piece presents the steps of the process in a clear, logical, easy-to-follow 

manner; includes all necessary steps; and defines any terms the audience may not know.
